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PREFACE. 


This  volume  is  an  attempt  to  collect  the  adjudged  cases  in  the 
reports  of  the  United  States  (State  and  Federal),  Great  Britain, 
and  the  Colonies,  in  which  Words  and  Phrases  have  been  construed 
and  Definitions  of  Legal  Terms  have  been  made  or  approved.  Every 
one  who  has  examined  the  subject  must  have  noticed  how  rare  a 
thing  it  is  to  find  a  volume  of  legal  reports  whose  Index  contains 
such  a  title  as  "  Words  and  Phrases  "  or  **  Definitions."  Except  in 
some  score  of  the  earlier  volumes  of  the  English  Common  Law 
Reports  and  the  current  reports  of  the  English  Incorporated 
Law  Society,  the  reporters  have,  with  a  surprising  unanimity,  com- 
pletely neglected  these  important  topics.  It  is  even  worse  in  the 
American  Reports.  Our  reporters,  down  to  within  a  very  late 
period,  apparently  never  thought  of  the  expediency  of  incoi-porating 
such  a  title  into  their  books,  and  until  the  last  ten  years,  it  was 
impossible  to  find  a  volume  of  American  decisions  in  which  a  sepa- 
rate  place  was  given  to  these  important  subjects.  The  digesters 
have  followed  the  reporters  in  this  omission,  and  the  result  is  that 
with  the  exception  of  the  current  reports  of  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  and  a  few  other  States,  there  is  no  key  to  the  multitude  of 
decisions  in  which  Words  and  Phrases  have  been  construed  by  the 
coui-ts  of  this  coimtiy. 

In  the  legal  dictionaries  some  slight  attention  has  been  mcidentally 
paid  to  these  topics.  But  the  legal  dictionaries  are  restricted  to  the 
definitions  of  legal  tenns ;  and  even  where  their  authors  have  at- 
tempted to  mclude  Common  Words  which  have  been  interpreted  by 
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coui'ts,  they  have  not  gone  very  far  in  this  direction.  As  a  striking 
proof  of  this,  I  would  point  out.that  this  Concordance  cites  no  fewer 
than  30,205  cases  (25,255  in  the  body  of  the  work,  and  4,950  in 
the  Appendix),  and  that  of  these,  at  least  20,000  had  never  been 
brought  together  before  in  any.  work,  their  existence  being  ascer- 
tained by  me  only  through  a  page  by  page  examination  of  several 
thousand  volumes  of  legal  reports. 

In  adopting  the  form  of  a  Concordance  instead  of  that  of  a  Dic- 
tionary, I  have  had  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  had  I  attempted 
to  give  even  the  briefest  reference  to  the  construction  of  the  word 
as  given  in  each  case  cited,  this  book  would  have  grown  to  four,  or 
even  five  volumes,^  and  could  not  have  been  published  except  at 
a  greatly  enhanced  cost  to  the  purchaser.  Secondly,  so  short  a 
digest  of  a  case  would  not  be  satisfactory.  The  lawyer  finding 
that  there  is  a  case  construing  a  word  whose  interpretation  he  de- 
sires to  obtain,  will  not  be  satisfied  with  a  bare  statement  of  the 
construction.  For  example,  the  question  is,  whether  on  a  proper 
construction  of  a  contract  to  pay  the  ' '  crew  "  of  a  vessel  a  certain 
amount  of  money,  the  officers  of  the  boat  are  to  be  included.  In 
my  Concordance,  turning  to  the  title  —  Crew  —  he  will  find  the 
cases  in  which  this  work  has  been  judicially  consti-ued.  If  in  the 
attempt  to  give  a  digest  of  each  case  I  had  extended  this  work  to 
four  or  five  volumes,  he  would  have  learned,  in  addition  to  this,  that 
' '  Under  a  United  States  Statute  punisliing  a  revolt  by  a  ^  crew  '  of 
a  vessel,  the  officers  are  included."  But  this  mf ormation  would  be 
hardly  more  satisfactory  than  the  first.  He  would  want  the  original 
report  of  the  case,  in  order  to  find  the  reasons  given  by  the  Court 
for  this  construction,  the  arguments  of  the  opposing  counsel  on  the 
question,  the  connection  of  the  words  in  the  statute,  etc. 
Therefore,  whether  using  the  Concordance  on  my  plan  or  on 
a  more  extended  plan,  he  would  not  rest  until  he  had  read  the 
case  in  which  this  interpretation  had  been  given  to  the  word.     My 


'  A  little  reflection  will  show  the  truth  of  this  statement.  To  simply  cite  the 
case  requires  not  much  less  on  an  average  than  one  line ;  while  to  give  any  idea  to 
the  point  decided  in  each  case  would  require  not  less,  and  generally  more  than  four 
lines. 
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work  gives  the  lawyer  the  adjudged  cases  in  which  Words  and 
Phrases  have  been  construed,  and  this  plan,  in  a  day  when  the  ob- 
ject of  digesters  and  text-book  writers  is  in  the  main  to  refer  the 
searcher  to  precedents,  will,  I  think^  best  accomplish  this  object. 

I  make  no  claim  to  have  discovered  all  the  cases,  nor  do  I  im- 
agine that  my  book  is  complete.  A  work  of  this  kind  is  never  ^n- 
ished.  It  has  been  in  press  nearly  a  year,  and  during  that  time  I 
have  discovered  nearly  5,000  eases, — some  of  them  published  since  the 
manuscript  went  to  the  printer,  some  of  them  old  cases  which  I  have 
since  come  across  for  the  first  time, — which  cases  I  have  fortunately 
been  able  to  add  in  the  Appendix.  (Part  III.)  All  I  ask  of  the 
profession,  is  a  recognition  of  the  labor  of  several  years  which  has 
resulted  in  bringing  together  in  one  volume  over  30,000  decisions  on 
this  subject,  most  of  which,  on  account  of  not  being  separately  col- 
lected in  either  any  index  to  the  reports  or  in  the  digests,  were  almost 
as  inaccessible  to  the  profession  as  though  they  had  never  been  de- 
cided,  and  were  hardly  to  be  discovered,  except  by  accident.  This 
I  do  claim  for  my  book ;  no  more,  no  less ;  and  on  this  I  rest  my 
hopes  to  have  in  some  considerable  degree  lessened  the  labors  of  the 
noble  profession  of  which  I  am  proud  to  be  a  humble  member.
